for the Allies’ diplomacy to support to 
the utmost the action of their naval and 


Constantine’ and his entowrage remain in 
Greece and at large, so long conspiracies 
will continue to be hatched with their 
enemies against the Allies. He has lost 
all title to rule the Greek people, and in 
fact his rule is already repudiated by all 
‘out a decadent faction of that pewple. 
The Allies must make an end, and at 
once, of his versatile capacity for mischief 
by dethroning him and despatching him 
to Prussia, the only country in Europe 
where his ideas of monarchical duties still 
find favour.” It is no exaggeration to say 
that nothing in the war is more urgent 
than a complete and sweeping clearance 
of the Greek situation. General Sarrail 
commands in Macedonia a very large and 
well-equipped Allied Army. He ought to 
be able to keep his eyes fixed without 
distraction om the first objective of that 
Army—Sofia. In fact, he has had, in 
conducting all its operations, to pay con- 
stant regard to Athens. The advance in 
Macedonia began far too late in the 
season ; its progress has been disappoint- 
ing; it has not yet exerted anything like 
its full strength. All these results Ger- 
many owes to King Constantine and to 
the flabby Allied diplomacy which 
tolerated his Germanophile manceuvres. 
Nothing could be more disconcerting 
to Germany 's designs than the removal 
of the drag on the action of General 
Satrail’s Army and isa vigorous advance 
with all the strength at its command 
towards Sofia. Nothing would render 
more direct or more powerful assistance 
to Rumania, for the salvation of Bulgaria 
is of even greater importance to Germany 
than the crushing of Rumania; and 
Rumania needs all the assistance that the 
Allies can give her. She has to hold a 
frontier of extraordinary length covering 
a country of such geographical configura- 
tion that its communications are pecu- 
liarly exposed to attack. The outlines 
of the Austro-German plan of campaign 
against her are now being disclosed. It 
falls into two parts. One group of the 
Austro-German concentration is attacking 
the passes through the Southern Transyl- 
vanian Alps which give the most direct 
access to Bukharest. Here the fortunes 
of the struggle are still undecided. The 
enemy have forced one pass, but not an 
important one, and on this front they 
have not yet made any dangerous head- 
way. 

Their other movement, however, is pro- 
bably the more important. This is aimed 
at the point of junction, in the region of 
Rumania’s political frontier with the 
Bukovina, between the Russian and the 
Rumanian Armies. It proposes, ap- 
parently, to drive a wedge between the 
Russian left wing and the Rumanian 
right wing, and to cut the railway through 
Northern Rumania and the Bukovina 
which provides lateral] communication be- 


So long as King | 


obvious—that it could have fixed retail 
prices. It has had to consider, however, 
whether the administrative machinery 
which would be necessary to such a system 
of control could be set up without the 
diversion of energy that could be more 
usefully employed in other diggctions, and, 
so far, it has answered this question in the 
négative. Moreover—and this is the 
chief official argument—it has deliberately 
allowed prices to be raised, because the 
food supply is more vital than food 
prices, and high prices encourage produc-, 
tion at home and attract supplies from 
abroad. In principle, the argument 
cannot be denied ; but we still think that 
by various measures the public could be 
saved from the heavy toll that is taken 
on all food supplies by persons who are 
neither home producers nor foreign 
caterers for the British market. Yester- 
day’s discussion will do good if it con- 
vinces the Government that the people are 
keenly anxious that no possible measures 
which are not positively unwise and 
harmful shall be neglected. 


The Dublin Fusiliers. 


An urgent appeal is published this 
morning by the Royal Dublin Fusiliers’ 
Central Advisory Committee. We need 
not define, at this time of day, 
the Committees scope and objects. 
It is the official organisation for the 


supply of comforts to the regiment’s men 
on active service and to its prisoners of 
war in Germany. It is probably the most 
successfuland best managed Committee of 
the kind in the United Kingdom. The Com- 
mittee has now reached a crisis in its affairs. 
In the last few months its expenses have 
increased ey more than 100 per cent. The 
regiment now includes ten battalions, and 
an eleventh is in course of formation. 
Most. of these are on active service. The 
Committee supplies all of them with com- 
forts, on the requisition of their command- 
ing officers. A considerable number of 
Dublin Fusiliers are prisoners of war in 
Germany. It is no exaggeration to say 
that they are kept alive by the Com- 
mittee’s weekly parcels from Dublin. The 
few who had the good fortune to be ex- 
changed into Switzerland testify that it 
is utterly impossible for our prisoners of 
war to exist on the German prison rations, 
A time has now come when the Committee 
must multiply its efforts. The hardships 
of a winter campaign will increase the 
demands of the thousands of Dublin Fusi- 
liers on active service. The cold weather 
and the growing shortage of food supplies 
in Germany will make substantial and 
regular parcels for our prisoners of 
war more necessary than ever. If 
these needs are to be met, the 
Committee must enlarge the number of 
its eupporters, and must have at its dis-

Constantine has been found out, and his 


| plots against the Allies had to be ended. 


It may be that the King has nearly run 
‘his’ course. It is evident that there have 
been some serious disturbances in Athens, 
and, as disorder at the present moment 
might have grave consequences for the 
Allies, a state of things bordering on 
anarchy could not he permitted. 

No mention of the incident was made 
ih the House at question time. Though 
Mr. Ronald McNeull had a series of lead- 
ing questions relating to Greece addressed 
to the Foreign Office, Lord Robert Cecil, 
who replied, was aor vay Foggy g of in- 
formation. He admitted that M. Vene- 
gelos had been cordially received by 
General Sarrail, but would not say if the 
Provisional Government had been officially 
recognised. Again, when invited ‘to re 
cognise the foresight of Sir Edward Carson, 
as expressed in his letter to the Prime 
Minister a year ago, he said that every one 
must judge for himself. In time of war 
the most important advice was that of the 
naval and military experts. 

In this connection I may mention now 
that for many months the adviser on 
whom the Goverhment are supposed to 
have largely relied for their information 
about Balkan affairs was Brigadier-General 
Howell, who was killed in France last 
week. General Howell was a great ad- 
mirer of the Bulgarians, and believed that, 
properly handled, they would eventually 
side with the Entenie Powers. He was 
bitterly disappointed when they went over 
to the other side. How far Viscount Grey 
was misled in this respect I do not know, 
but there has unquestionably been a lack 
of decision in our dealings with the Balkan 
States throughout the war. Still this 
hardly justifies the Evening Standard, 
which published a im: criticism of the 
Foreign Secretary's policy to-night, in 
discovering “an attitude of compromise 
and weakness” in his famous Bank Holi- 
day speech og the eve of the war. I 
heard that speech, and it will ever live in 
my memory as the recognition by @ 
Minister who had struggled hard for peace 
that the only honourable course for his 
-ountry Was to stand by her friends to the 
‘death. 

Viscount Grey's first speech in the 
House of Lords was a characteristically 
clear and moderate statement of an inci- 
dent well calculated to cause grave con- 
cern as to the attitude of the United 
States Government to this country.

There are signs, says The Tinies, that Mr.

AN OFFICIAL COMPLAINT.

The 
Official report stated that the British Govern- 
ment were aware that the United States Go-

We assumed that the view of the United States 
was still that contained in their despatch of 
Oetober—viz., that although the vessels of either 
belligerent may not actually shelver within the 
jarisdiction of the United States, and p 
thence against enemy vessels, the Government 
would regard as an unfriendly act the hovering 
of such vessels upon the coasts of the United 
States or in the neighbourhood of its ports, and 
in the track of the ordinary commerce of these 
ports, with the intent to intercept trading 
vessels of the enemy. In reply to this, both 
rivate and unofficial requests were made to the 
nited States Government to be informed on 
what grounds the claim was made that belli- 
gerent operations which were legitimate on one 
part of the high seas were illegitimate in an- 
other. The United States Government replied 
by admitting that British ships were not ac- 
cused of exceeding their strict legal rights under 
international law, and that the complaints made 
by the United States Government were not 
based upon any actual illegality, but upon the 
irritation which the continued presence of beili- 
gerent vessels in close proximity to United 
States ports caused to neutral commerce. The 
noble lord asked me what we did. As a matter 
of fact, though we had contended that accord- 
ing to the strict principles of international law 
we were entitled to operate British warships 
freely outside territorial waters,imstructions were 
sent to British vessels at the time with the object 
of wmeenng, so far as possible, the views of 
the Uaited States Government, and © was 
impressed upon British ships of war that no 
act should be committed likely to cause annoy- 
ance and irritation. This is a fair summary 
of whet ‘has ectuelly passed between the United 
States and ourselver. 
THE EFFECT. 

It amounted to this—that the United States 
Government did request us very emphatically 
not w patrol near their coasts, and instructions 
were sent to British ships of war to avoid 
causing any unnecessary irritation, and to 
comply, so far as they could, with the request 
of the United States. When | come to the 
question of what passed with regard to Ger- 
man submarmes, we do not yet know, and 1 
cannot answer the question of my noble friend. 
As to what the attitude of the United States 
warships towards the German submarines on 
the spot was, we know that they saved, that 
they rescued crews, and did everything they 
could to prevent the loss of life after the 
vessels were sunk. The question of my noble 
friend is: What did they do before the vessels 
were sunk; is the statement in the newspapers 
true that the German submarine commander 
requested the United States vessels of war to 
clear out of the way, in order that the opera- 
tion of sinking defenceless merchant ships 
might be facilitated; and did the United States 
vessels of war comply with that request? On 
thai the Government know rothing more than 
has appeared. in the Press. We have no means 
of finding out what actually occurred, unless 
some of the refugees from the vessels them- 
selves are able- to give an account of the 
matter. But I assume that the only people 
who can give an account are the officers of the 
German submarine and the officers of the 
United States Navy who were present on the 
scene. That is a matter which I assume the 
United States Government will inquire into, 
er has inquired into. The authorities there, 
are, or will be, in full possession of the facts. 
But we have no means ourselves of ascertain- 
ing what the full facts are. I would sum up 
the situation by saying this—As it is at the 
present moment, the whole matter seems to be 
m a state of suspense, so far as we are con- 
cerned. It is evident, of course, that the Ger- 
man submarine visited United States ports, 
and subsequently sunk British and neutral 
We do 
not know what precautions were taken 
while’ the German submarine was in 
United States ports to prevent it from 
obtaining supplies or information through the 
newspapers, or ot ise, as to movements 
of merchant vessels off the coast, nor do we 
know whether American ships of war facilitated 
the operations of the submarine by getting out 
of the way, as reporter in the Press. It is only 
the Ur.ited States Government and their officials 
who can authoritatively ascertain all the facts, 
and until we know what the facts actually are, 
and what view the United States Government 
itself takes of the proceedings of the German 
submarine, we do not propose to make any 
official representations on the subject, which, in 
the absence of further information, can only be 
hypothetical.

THE FIRST QUESTION.

GOVERNMENT'S POLICY. 


STATEMENT BY MH. 
RUNCIMAN. 


In the House of Commons, Mr, George 
Barnes, Captaia Bathurst, and others 
called attention to the high prices of 
food, milk, wheat, and meat, 
and urged the Government to take 
measures to prevent further increases in 


prices. 

Mr. Runciman, haying dealt with the various 
phases of the food estion—the milk 
supply, the Government’s purchases of 
wheat, and the shortage of ireights—said 
that what they had to do was to see that 
plenty of food came into the country. 
Meat tickets were chiefly harmful to the 
poorer people. He wanted to avoid 
rationing. The policy of the Govern, 
ment was to provide food and to take 
care that no one exploited the consumer.

CONSOLIDATED FUND BILL. 


_ FOOD PRICES. 


On the motion for the second reading of the 
Consolidated Fund (No. 5) Bill, 

Mr. GEORGE BARNES raised the question 
of the increase in food prices, owing to condi- 
tions arising out of the war. He said that the 
consumers had for too long been left to the 
tender mercies of speculators. It was high time 
that the Government took more drastie action 
m connection with the question. Up to the 
present, beyond the appointment of half-a- 
dozen committees. nothing had been done. The 
Government appeared to be afraid to . adopt 
the stringent measures which were n to 
copé with this evil. If the Government at the 
outbreak of war had purchased the whole wheat 
supply which came to this country they might 
have obtained all the wheat they required at 
35s. to 36s. a quarter. He weleomed: the ap- 
pointment of the Wheat Commission, and he 
hoped that similar action would be taken with 
legard to meat—that the Government would 
take over the shipping, and so bring the 
Yankee meat speculators to book. With regard 
to the price of milk, he looked upon that as 
one of the most important aspects of the food 
question. There was no justification for the 
price now being charged. That sixpence per 
quart was unnecessarily high was proved by the 
fact that some dairy farmers who were not so 
AE as others were still selling it at fivepence. 

he price had been unnecessarily increased by 
pense eg supplies. He had heard of one 
member of the East Anglian Dairy Farmers’ 
Association who had been we to pour his 
milk down the drain rather than let it go to 


Captain BATHRUST, interposing, asked for 

the name of the farmer. 
r RNES said he was not authorised to 
ive the name, but he was assured that it was 
ing done. He asked the Government to enact 
that no dairy farmer should be allowed to 
slaughter dairy cows or convert an excessive pro- 
portion of milk into cheese. They should apply 
to the dairy farmer the same principle as was 
applied to munition. workers, who were not 
allowed to go from one trade to another. The 
rule should be—once a dairy farmer, always a 
dairy farmer. In the second place; he sub- 
mitted that it ought to be made a penal offence 
to destroy milk or to withhold it from the 
country; and, thirdly, he suggested that there 
cught to be some authority to ascertain what 
might be called a reasonable price for milk. 
If this were done, milk would soon come down 
from its present ridiculous price. The time had 
come when we should have in this country a 
Minister or a Government ment charged 
with the control of food prices. (Cheers.) 

Captain CHARLES BATHURST protested 
against the statement that farmerg in East 
Anglia were being advised to throw their milk 
down the drains. A similar statement was 
made about the West of England the other day. 
It was promptly denied, and no confirmation 
had since been obtained. He thought it was 
most unfair that an allegation of this cruel 
character should be made unless ihe hon. 
gentleman was prepared with evidence which 
would enable the House to identify those who 
were implicated. If there were any farmers 
who were pouring milk down their drains, he 
hoped the hon. gentleman. would be honest 
enough to their names. He saw no reason 
at present for any farmer charging more than 
ls. 4d. a gallon for milk, and he thought that 
farmers selling milch cows for slaughter should 
be punished, and that milk should not be 
allowed to be sold for the manufacture of milk 
chocolate, 

Mr. GEORGE LAMBERT said he must 
point out that there would be a serious short- 
age of. home-grown food in the coming years, 
owing to the shortage of labour. There had 
been no co-ordination among thes Government 
departments in regard to the taking of agricul- 
tural labourers, and it was all very well to be 
told that the farmer must find substitutes for 
their skilled men. It was far more easy to find 
a substitute for a Prime Minister than it was 
to find an experienced carter. (Laughter.) 

Mr. ANDERSON said that there was a 
general feeling in the country that the Govern- 
ment ought to have given its attention to this 
question earlier than it really did. There had 
been too much delay on the part of the Board 
of Trade and other Government departments. 
If ‘the Government undertook the purchase of 
food supplies, care should be taken that the 
commodities were placed upon the retail market 
under such conditions that the consumer got the 
benefit of the Government purchases. Food 
should be regarded as munitions of war 

Sir LEO CHIOZZA MONEY said that through 
Government action sugar was cheaper in this 
country than in America, and the fact was the 
greatest possible tribute to the effects of 
Government control. 


MR. RUNCIMAN. 


Mr. RUNCIMAN (President of the Board of 
Trade), in replying, said the debate showed 
that hon. members were prepared to take a 
far more reasonable view of the matter of food 
prices than they were in February last. For 
his own part, he felt that every member in a 
great office in the Government must be pre- 
pared in war time to take whatever steps were 
likely to prevent the exploitation of the people, 
and also to take any measures to provide the 
people with the food they required. (Hear, 
hear.) He would suggest, iona that, neither 
in the Press nor in the House nothing should 
carelessly be said likely to give foreign sellers 
and pure the impression that the priees 
must, , and that the tendency was upwards. 
One the great points to be borne in mind 
was that the consuming capacity of our people 
had greatly increased. No doubt ple with 
fixed incomes and others were suffering very 
much, but the Board of Trade daily received com- 
munications showing that in our munition areas 
and in many of the large towns throughout “the 
country the working classes were buying the 
best kinds of meat more readily than ever be- 
fore. It was true that fish was dearer, but the 
reason manifestly wae that there were a smaller 
number of boais working, and that the men 
were engaged in trawling instead of fishing. 
The sho of eggs and their high price is 
obviously due to the fact that we were no 
longer receiving any from Siberia and Russia. 
These explanations showed that there is nothing 
more grossly unfair than to rouse public in- 
dignation on this subject without giving the true 
reasons of a great many of the rises. 

PRICE OF MILK. 


Referring to the milk question, he said that 
if the production of milk was not made re- 
munerative to the farmer there was no ar- 
rangement under the sun which prevented the 
diversion of the farmers’ work to other com- 
modities.

IRELAND AND NATIONAL 
SERVICE, 


The Morning Post is not conviriced that even 
now there wiii be serious trouble in Ireland if 
national service is adopted. We incline, it says, 
to take the better view of the Irishmen which 
was expressed yesterday in the House of Lords 
by Lord Oranmore, and is put forward by Lord 
Dunraven. The latter suggests a repetition of 
the Derby campaign in Ireland, We should 
have seen uo objection to such 4 proposal if it 
had been made at the same time as the Derby 
campaign here. But times presses. If the Irish 
Divisions have to wait whiie the Irish bush is 
being beaten for the Irish wren, they will be 
in a sad state of depletion and disorganisation 
next spring. Few Englishmen or Irishmen could 
have read without emotion the appeal of Major 
Redmond to his countrymen to support the 
gallant 16th Division. But the three Irish 
Divisions can only be supported by a regular 
and adequate supply of recruits, and experience 
has abundantly proved that the necessary men 
cannot be obtained on the voluntary system. It 
seems to us a dreadful thing that the glorious 
Irish regiments in the field should be languish- 
ing for want of men while thousands of Irish- 
men are sulking and threatening mischief at 
home. If those men were sent to join their 
comrades in the field they would speedily. be 
transformed into better and more useful men 
and citizens. As for the trouble which might 
arise if conscription is adopte@ we warn the 
Government that it will be nothing to the 
trouble which will arise if conscription is not 
adopted in Ireland. Lord MacDonnell suggests 
a Home Rule settlement as the best means of 
inducing Irishmen to enlist. Surely his lordship 
must realise, after all.that has happened, that 
Ireland cannot. agree upon any scheme of Home 
Rule which would be acceptable to both sides, 
to say nothing of England. That way lies only 
more strife and bloodshed. The new Ireland 
will not be made by the politician; it will be 
made, if at all, by an industrial regeneration— 
and by military training, What young Ireland 
chiefly needs is discipline and occupation. Given 
these two, the political: humours which now vex 
and disturb her would give place to a better 
and @ more hopeful spirit.

AUSTRIAN SACRILEGE 
i. RUSSIA, 


Reuter’s Agency states that there has just 
reached this country from Petrograd the report 
of the Commission appointed by the Tsar deal-. 
ing with outrages perpetrated by the Avstrian 
troops in June iast at the famous mopastery ol 
Pochaev. ‘The report is copiously illustrated 
with photographs. On the approach of the. 
Austrians the Russian authorities removed from 
the monastery many of the sacred relics and 
articles of gold and silver, but had to leave 
much’ behind. ‘The ancient monstery is re- 
nowned for its magnificent shrines, containing 
miraculous ikons and relics, which were objects 
of adoration to millions of Kussian believers. 
The Commission found that almost every pos- 
sible form of desecration had been committed 
by the enemy, The holy gates, books, and 
sacred pictures had been stolen. Altars and 
Communion tables had been removed, and their 
cloths torn. A cinematogramh show had been 
set up in St. Barbara Church, the floor of the 
sacred buildings being littered with rubbish of 
all kinds.. Near an ikon on the chancel wall, 
representing Gethsemene, the Austrians had 
written a notice—* To óur next merry meeting.” 
On the walls of the Bishop’s private chapel, 
from which all holy Church articles had disap- 
peared. had been inscribed caricatures and in- 
decent pictures.. The place itself had been 
turned into a cafe. The portrait of the Arch- 
bishop of Colinia had been removed, and on the 
back of the painting had been written a notice

ACROSS THE ATLANTIC BY 
SEAPLANE 


A Christiania telegram says—The TJidens 
Tegn states that M. Kullbeck, the Norwegian 
airma’ and engineer, has announced his inten- 
tion to fly from Christiania to New York during 
August. 1917, in a seaplane of his own construe- 
tion. He will be accompanied by an engineer 
from Iceland, named Johnson, who was for- 
merly employed in an aeroplane factory of the 
Brothers Wright in Ohio. The route proposed 
wil be from Christiania .to Stavanger, and 
thence straight across the North Sea to Peter- 
head, where a short rest will be taken. The 
airmen will then fly to Falmouth, where they 
will take in petrol and food, and afterwards 
leave for St. John’s, Newfoundland, finally 
reaching New York. The seaplane is built of 
mahogany, with a closed cabinet large enough 
for three persons. It has a 14 cylinder motor 
of 300 horse power, which the aviator hopes 
will reach a speed ef 299 kilometres an hour, 
and be able to maintain the seaplane aloft for 
24 hours without stopping.

DANGEROUS SITUATION IN 
ATHENS. 
An Athens telegram, dated Monday night, 


savs :— 

A crowd of beiween three and four thousand 
assembled in Omonia square this evening, and 
marched up University street carrying at their 
head the Greek and American flags. They 
stopped outside the American. Legation, and 
protested aginst the landing of the Alhed de- 
tachments at Pireus and their presence 
in Athens, and demanding protectmn The 
American Minister was absent. The demonstra- 
ton then paraded the streets, singing the Greek 
national anthem. 

King Constantine this morning imspected the 
Greek sailors from the ships which have been 
handed over to tie Allies... His Majesty made 
no speech. instead, the Minister of Marine 
read an Order of the Day, which was pathetic- 
ally worded, but contamed no remarks directed 
against the Antente. The review took place on 
the Champ de Mars, in the presence of the 
Royal family. ‘There was an immense crowd of 
spectators, and the Reservists attended m full 
force. No untoward. incident oecurred. The 
review was followed by a Royahst demonstra- 
tion in the streets. 
by the leaders of the Reservists and prominent 
journalists carried portraits of the King adorned 
with laurels. A number of soldiers and sailors 
were oresent. ‘The demonstration was a failure. 
The demonstrators pointed at the British 
Legation, and made offensive gestures and re- 
marks. There was considerable effervescence of 
feeling, and several incidents occurred. Out- 
side the municipal theatre Admiral Dartige du 
Fourmet was hissed, and a group of French 
sailors cominz out of the theatre were driven 
back by a hostile crowd armed. French blue- 
jackets are guarding the square outside the 
theatre. Some Reservists who \gere attempting 
to create a disturbance outside the French 
Legation were arrested by the Anglo-French 
police. The situation seems dangerous. 
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GREECE AND NEUTRALITY, 

Reuter’s Agency is informed that neither in 
British nor in Greek official quarters has any- 
thing been heard so far of instructions which 
it is stated in Athens have been sent to Greek 
representatives abroad to renew proposals at 
the BHntente capitals regarding a departure 
from neutrality.
